Tommy Burns, Noted Canadian Pugil- 
ist, Met Defeat in Fourteenth 
Round in Sydnev, Australia, Yes- 
terday and Loses Heavy Weight 
Championship to Johnson. 


Sydney, Australia, Dee 26.—To-day 
Jack Johnson, the colored heavy , 
weight, gained the title to the world's 
championship ~ by beating Tommy 


Burns in fourteen rounds. The cham | 
pioh was outelassed from the start 
The challenger carried such a spirited 
fusilade ta his opponent’s body and 
head that he soon had Burns in a ser- 
ry plight. The Canadian stood up 
under the most vicious kind of pun- 
ishment for thirteen rounds. He came 
out for thé fourteenth game as ever, 
but the poli¢e realizing that he was a 
beaten” man, mercifully ordered the 
referee to stop the contest. Hugh D, 
Mcintosli, who promoted the battle, 
unwillingly obeyed the mandate of ; 
the law and awarded the deeision to} 
Johnson. While Burns was sot 
knocked out, Johnson will be tech. 
nically credited with a victory. Burne 
could not have lasted the iwenty 
scheduled rounds. Johnson was fa- 
vorably looked upon by many because } 
of his. exceptional cleverness and 
treater weight, but Burns was the 
publie choice of the Australians and 
they batkeds them eagerly at odds of 
5 to 4 The feeling towards Johnson 
was expressed most keenly by the 
visitors. Sydney was enamored of 
Burns but outsiders hae forced the 
odds ‘almost to even when the men 
clambered through the ropes. 

Both men appeared in the pink of 
condition, Johnson had many pounds 
the advantage in weight. Each ap. 
peared almost perfect specimens of 
physical strength. Burns seemed a 
trifle ipale in. comparison to his swar- 
thy skinned rival, but he was self 
ease personified, Each" gave out be- 
fore putting on the gloves that they 
were fit. 

Johnson won the battle from the 
opening gun. In the very first round 
he almost put Burns away. Burns 
had planned to carry the fight to the 
negro from the drop yi the hat, and 
rushed at him with the fury of a 
mad man as the gong clanged. But 
Ne had calculated wrong, Johnson 
was on the alert for just sueh a rush 
and calmly side-stepped =the on- 
slaught and shot a wicked right upper 
eut that landed flush on the jaw. The 
champion toppled — backward — full 
length on the canvass. Slowly the 
referee began to count, but Burns 
was still far from the finish. He came 
up slowly after the count of eight, ap- 
parently not much the worse for 
wear. Again he rushed and again was 
met with the crushing right which 
Janded on his head. The champion 
reeled and staggered backward, but 
before Johnson could press the adyan- 
tage ‘Burns had again collected iis 
jolted wits, and he rushed the third 
time and landed on the giant negro 
for the first time. Jt wae o hard right 
to the chin that shook Johnson to the 
ground, They boxed a while and the 
champion showed some very clever 
blocking, though Johnsun shot-in a 
left at the belt. Everrbedy whe had 
backed Burns’. chance tried to hedge 
after the first round had ended. 

The ease with whieh Johnson. had 
smothered Burng’ rushes and, with 
which the big negro. conneeted with 
the vital spots on the anatomy of his 
antagonist dispelled the’ eharms_ of 
the Canadian. Burns, of course, had 
been forced to carry a bold attack to 
his ebony rival,in the hope of even- 
ing the first fatul advantage, but the 
end of six reunds found Burns. bat- 


fled at very angle. 
Then the black came out of bis 
shell, Apparently satisfied that he 


had robbed Tommy of his sting, Jolin- 
son began to carry the battle te his 
enemy's territory. In the seventh 
round Johnson dropped. Burns for the 
third time with a erushing right to 


the body. He hit Burns almost at 
will, and had both his eyes almost 
shut, The champion’s lips were 


swollen, and against these sore spots 
Johnson directed a fusilade of blows, 
In courage only was Burns a match 
for the new chanrpion. 

After this round in whieh he had 
the advantage, Johnson once more av- 
sumed’ an indifferent attitude. He 
seemed to be wreaking double ven- 
geance on the man whom he had’ fol- 
lowed across the world to meet. The 
humiliation which Johnson ‘had to 
subin to in the matter of the divis- 
ion of the purse was forgotten in the 
light of sure vietory. Johnson stopped 
fighting to torment his man. Every 
blow of Burns he met with a leer. The 
black urged the white to stand up, 
and refused to return his leads. He 
deliverately took some of Burns’ best 
meant blows just to show the public 
that Tommy had shot his bolt. And 
Burns, perhaps for the first time, 
realized that he was in for a defeat. 

From the eighth to the eleventh 
round there was very little- fighting. 
In the eleventh round Johnston shook 
out a few reefs and went at Burns 
once more with grim determination } 
Johnston landed at will and bad hi- 
man very much upset generally when 
the twelfth round ;was ended. 

In the thirteenth round Johnson 
went after Burns unmerecifully and 
simply peppered his swollen eyes and 
bleeding mouth with lefts and rights. 
Then he stepped back, measured his 
man, and waded in, with a crushing 
right over the heart. “Burns toppled, 
but the go saved him. At this 
stage of the® proceedings the police 


got busy. ley had a consultation 
about stoppifg the affair. Referee 
MelIntosh interviewed Burns during 


the wait, but the champion declared 
he was still strong and eager. He 
implored the police not to interfere. 
Burrs was now absolutely powerless. 
He was aliost. blinded and his left! 
ankle, injured in the seventh round, 
had completely gone back on him, 
Johnson gloating in the prospect of a 
knock out, rushed on his hated rival 


with the fury of a demon. He 
smashed Burns once more with a! 
cruel right, a blow that could be 


heard in the most remote corner «f, 
the pavilion. It put Tommy down for 
the last time, though he gamely got to 
his feet at the count of eight. Here 
ihe poliee vailed upon the referee t 

halt the proceedings.
